REVOLT AT SING SING.

Desperate Attemipis by the Prisoners
o Escape—A Keepor Mardered-—Pars
ticnlars of the Emente.

Upon one of the inside pages of this 1ssue
wiil be found & telegram anpounclag the revale
which occurred at Siog Sing Prison, N Y |, yes
lerdoay morning. Toe following wre faller de-
tails of the second emente:—

Later 1n the day, and between 1 and 2 o'elock,
Beven of tne conviots, named respectively
Timothy Donovan, Daulel O'Oonoell, E lward
Magio, James MoAuley, Polilp Allen, — Don-
pelly, and Willlam Buaek, led by James
McAuley, rushed on the ganrd, statloned at the
middle dock post, and baving overpowersd
bim, secured his rifla, logether with arcarbine
and & revolver, all lonaed. Wiih thessa they
jumped oo board & sloop loaded with lumber,
which bhad Just arrived, and ordered the keeper
who was on board to go on the dock nader pain
ef beingshot.

ing unarmed the latter obeyed, and the
convicis At once oul the vessel loose irom the
dock, after warning the capuain and crew not
10 nﬂer ANnYy resisiance, MeoAuley Lhen cpm-
menced firlngut I.negnm'ds wono were hurryling
lowards the spol, and in this marderous voliey
be was Jolned by his compsaunions wolle the
charges In thelr weapons lasted, A snot from
one of Lthe keepera at length brought McAuley
down, and the caplaln of the sloop haviog
wrenched the carbine from his grasp, claooed
him with it, While an,g one of the eonviews on
the vessel was visible above the plle of lamber
on her deck a brisk fire was kept up by the
prison oiligials on the shore, and thls with the
sld of Lue crew overpowered the would-be
rinaways, who were soon landed and iaken
charge of,

During the aflray MeAuley recslved two
shots, one entering his pack, while the otner
paseed through his thigh—Loe former of walonh
will probably prove fatal. Phillp Allen,another
convict, was shot throughthe hip. Hi8 wouad,
however, 18 nol consldered dangerous. W hen
MeAualey's clothes hud been laken off in the
hospital a box of gnatehes and 8 map of the
Biate of New Yor ers found concealed on his
person, of course showing toat his attempt Lo
ercape had been lelsurely concocted., A talrd
conviet on board the vessel was seen hanglpg
from the lumber over Lhe side, la order o
soreen himself from the fire of the guards, when
oue of Lhe iatler, aiming dellberately, snot him,
He was heara by several to ory out, and was
Lben seen to drop into the wa'er. Later in the
afternoon it had not bean ascertalued who he
was, McAuley and Allen were recently sent
here for twenty years from New York.

While the noon revolt was golog on it was

thovght thata general *'break” was avout Lo
transpire, therefore a telegram was sent Lo the
village for help, It was responded L0 lmme-
diately by hundreds of men armed wilh all
poris of weapons, and Lthe excitement was ln-
tense. This afiernoon all was qulet, and will
probably réemain o through the migat, None
of the guards or officers of Lne prison were ln-
Jured during the atlray.
